THE OXYRHYNCHUS FINDS. 


No discoveries in the literature ot antiquity 
bave an interest so intimate and so wide as 
those which throw new light upon the person 
and the work of Christ. Two years ago in the 
mounds of Oxyrhynchus in the Payoum, which 
have already yielded us the “Logia,” the 
“Sayings,” of Jesus, there was found a single 
smal! vellum leaf, somewhat torn at the cor- 
ners, on which a scribe had contrived to write 
some forty-five lines. They proved to be an 
account of conversations between Christ and 
His disciples and Christ and a certain chief 
priest, of which we have no other record. 
The script is apparently of the fourth centary. 

This fragment of a new gospel has now been 
made accessible in an excellent edition prepar- 
ed by Dr. Grenfell and Dr Hunt. It opens in the 
middle of a sentence which is partofa speech 
of Jesus to His disciples, affirming that the 
penalty of sin is not complete here, but that 
“the evildoers among men await punishment 
and much torment” hereafter. The word trans- 
lated ‘‘torment” is “basanosa,” which bas else- 
where been emphasised by ingenious people 
anxious to explain the traditional torment of 
hell as a testing or atrial From this the frag- 
meut proceeds to conversation between Jesus 
and “‘a certain Pharisee, a chief priest,” whose 
name is not certainly legible concerning the 

| value of ceremonial purity. 

The chief priest complains that Christ has 
looked on the boly vessels unwashed and de- 
filed, has walked in the temple “which is a 
pure place.” He proceeds to give a curious 
description of his own ablutions: “Por | 
washed in the pool of David, and having 
descended by one staircase | ascended by ano- 
ther,” and so on. There comes a vehement and 
somewhat rhetorical reply. ‘“Thoa hast washed 
in these running waters wherein dogs and 
swine have been cast night and day, and hast 
cleansed and wiped the outside skin. .. . Bat I 
and my disciples, who, thou sayest have not 
bathed have been bathed in the waters of ever- 
lasting life " Then with the words, “But 
woe unto thee the fragment breaks off. 

It will be obvious that the episode has its 
parallels in the canonical gospels, and that its 
spirit is entirely in accord with all that we 
know of Christ’s teaching. The fact that Christ 
isthroughout referred to only as ‘Soter,” 
“Saviour,” after the manner of the Gnosties, is 
the only ground for imputing anything on- 
orthodox. But to accept the narrative as a 
plain record of fact is difficult. Thereis no 
reason to believe that a Jew had to wash and 
change his clothes when visiting the temple. It 
is almost impossible to believe that a chief 
priest would bathe in a pool into which dead 
dogs and swine were cast. The “Pool of 
David" is unkoown to us from any other writ- 
ing, and the two stairways, one for the dirty 
and one for the clean, have all the air of things 
of the imagination. 

All this, however, is not to say that the 
fragment is entirely unhistorical. It seems to 
us plainly an instance of the literary elabora- 
tion of a tradition. Some writer—and a writer 
of skill, for he uses an attractive style and a 
namber of unworn words—has worked over old 
stories. His date was probably in the latter 
half of the second century, and bis dwelling- 
place Egypt No competent judge is likely to 
dispute the conclusion of Dr. Grenfell and Dr. 
Hunt that “the fragment is an interesting and 
valuable addition to the scanty remnant of the 
numerous uncanonical traditions concerning 
Christ’s teaching which were current in many 
Christian communities, especially in Egypt, 
during the third and fourth centuries,”

THE REFORM PARTY. 


A'geheral meeting of the Reform Party was 
held on Wednesday last, which was attended 
by Prince Mohamed Aly Halim Pasha. Sheikh 
Aly Youssef made a speech on the objects of 
the new Party. He alluded most sympathe 
tically to the loss Egypt had sustained by the 
death of the leader of the Party of the People. 
Mohamed Bey Said and Hatez Effendi Awad 
afterwards delivered some speeches and the 
meeting closed. 

The speech of Sheikh Aly Youssef occupies 
columns and columns of yesterday’s issne of 
“Al Moayad.” He declared that the object of 
the new Party was not to oppose, but to show 
the Government the needs of the people of 
Egypt. As to the British Occupation he said 
the Party would trust to its promises as to the 
eventual evacuation of the country and bis 
arguments and quotations from English states 
men's speeches fill five columns of print 

Hafiz Effendi Awad declared that the new 
Party was the object of the sympathy of many 
Radical#-in the House of Commons, such as 
Mr. Robertaon, Dr. Rutherford, ete. He stated 
that Dr. Ratherford wonld be in Egypt next 
month and that the Party would entertain 
him to a banquet. Owing to the support the 
Party was receiving from people in England, it 
would be the first among all the political 
parties in Egypt

KHARTOUM AND CATRO. 


A definite announcement has just recently 
been made on the scheme for the establiah- 
| ment of a bridge over the Blue Nile at Khar- 

toum, incidentally required in connection with 
southward extensions of the Sudan Govern- 
ment railway system, but primarily in con- 
nection with Sir William Garstin's project for 
the irrigation of the Ghezireh, the district 
lying between the Blue and White Niles. The 
work at Khartoum which constitutes the most 
valuable bridge contract ever placed for any 
part of the African continent, will be car- 
ried out by the Cleveland Bridge and Engin- 
neering Company (Limited), of Darlington, 
hee same firm who completed, in September 
1905, the railway bridge over the Victoria 
| Falls of the Zambesi, an undertaking which 
they carried through with an expedition pro- 
voking well deserved praise from those as- 
sociated with that enterprise. For the con 
struction of the new bridges over the Nile re 
quired by the Egyptian Government to con- 
nect Bulac, the industrial quarter of Cairo, 
with Embabeh, the Cleveland Bridge Com- 
pany’s name appears amongst the list of com- 
| petitors. Their design has been worked out by 
Mr. G. A. Hobson (or Sir Douglas Fox and 
Partners) who also designed the bridge over 
the Zambesi 


MAPS OF EGYPT. 


A tew days ago we published a letter froma 
correspondent, signed ‘Mercator’ on the need 
for a general map of Egypt. Several ot the 
questions asked by our correspondent are 
readily answered, though, as he says, it may not 
always be easy for the general public to arrive 
at them. This in effect was the reason for 
proposing a Map Exhibition. The difficulty of 
| publishing a complete map of Egypt has been 
due to the fact that until there was a reliable 
| chain of triangulation tbrough the country, it 
| was impossible to co-ordinate the various maps 

any more successfully than had hitherto been 
| done. The urgent necessity for reassessing the 
Land Tax demanded the publication of Cadas- 


tral Maps first cf all. The line of triangulation 
from W. ‘i Halfa to the sea was completed 
about two y+ars ago, but the reduction of some 
20,000 Cudastral Maps, and the compilation 
of many hundreds of Desert Surveys, requires 
a cons'derable tune. Half of Egypt is already 
published on the scale ot 1:50,000 saitable for 
adminis'rative purposes. Maps of 1:250,000 
and 1: 1,000,000 are now in hand, so that the 
need for a general map of the country will soon 
| be met Specimens of ell these maps will be on 
| view in the Map Exhibition which will be open 
| to the public from the 9th to the 18th of 
| January at the Geological Museum in Cairo.

conspicuous as it was for anconquerable energy 
and untiring devotiou, should not be lett 
without some permanent memorial iv the land 


to which he gave his lite. We bave accordingly 
decided to open a Douglas Thornton Memorial 
Fund to be placed in the bands of trustees for 
the furtherance of his plans for the extension 
of Christ's kingdom in Egypt. One of his 
greatest ambitions, to the attainment of which 
he himself contributed in no small measure, 
was the circulation in Egypt of wholesome 
Christian literature, chiefly in Arabic. We 
have reason to know that the insufficiency 
of funds to carry out bis plans in this 
direction was a constant burden to him, 
and that projects of great impertance and 
usefulness were thus trequently hampered 
He was always a profvund believer in the power 
of the printed page to advance Christ’s king 
dom awongmen. We are assured by those 
who know that no scheme would be ot greater 
assistance to the mission than this, or more im- 
mediately fruitful in strengthening the cause 
which he loved.

London, December 20. 
The Money Market. 

The redemption of £4,000,000 Argentine 
Treasury Bills which fel) due last Monday 
caused considerable displacements of cash, and 
the result of this movement was to create a 
better enquiry for short loans at rates ranging 
fron 4 to 5 per cent. When it became known 
later on in the sameday that New York had 
bought nearly all the bar gold in the market 
(about £500,000)the demand for loans, increas- 
ed still further, and three months bills were 
quoted at 54 per cent. The Bank rate remains 
at 7 per cent, although it was suggested earlier 
in the week that it might be lowered, but the 
present rate has been maintained as a pro- 
tective measure against Germany, a monetary 
stringency being expected in Berlin at the end 
of the year, and it is thought that the Reiche- 
bank will have to raise its rate. 

The Bank return for the week ending 
December 18th shows that considerable inroads 
were made on the Bank reserve by the home 
demand for currency. The withdrawal of gold 
however was off set by the release of sovereigns 
by the India Council, bot £1,213,000 in coin 
and £188,000 notes were taken into circula- 
tion and the reserve has declined by £1,275,000, 
while the percentage to liabilities is 1 per cent 
lower The comparison with last year shows 
the Bank reserve to be to-day £22,399,000 as 
against £19,712,000 and the proportion of cash 
tu liabilities 45.90 per cent as against 384 per 
cent last year 

The application for the £2,500,000 of 
Treasury Bills at six months reached a total 
£5,803,000. Tenders at £98 received about 
97 percent. of the amount applied for. The 
average rate of discount being, £3, 198 11d.97 
as against £3, 138.1.6d at which the previous 
allotment of similar billswas made. This should 
therefore prove satisfactory to the Government 
in view of the fact that the Bank rate at the 
time of the earlier issue viz 23 September last 
was only 5 per cent., as compared with 7 per 
cent. now 


Sliver. 

There wasa sharp rally in Silver yesterday, 
the covering of “bear operations.” 

The week began with a decline in the price 
of silver owing to selling by the Indian bazaars, 
but some buying yesterday to cover ‘‘bear 
operations caused a sharp rally and the price 
was marked up to 25 yd per ounce forim 
mediate delivery and 25 §d for forward deli- 
very. There were however not many purchasers 
at the higher figure and prices do not appear 
to be at all firm.

KNOW THEM.” 


To tHe Eprror or THe “Eoyprian Gazette.” 


Sir,— Only a short time ago I had occasion 
to write to you with reference to the stale news 
which filled one part of a native paper, and the 
vapid articles which took up the front page ; 
you were so good as to publish my letter and 
this encourages me to again call your atten 
tion, and I hope that of your readers, toa 
question of wider interest which also refers to 
the native press of this country, and more 
particularly to those papers published in 
Arabic and consequently addressed especially 
to the native Egyptians. 

This press has been accorded an almost 
exuberant liberty, which might well be the 
envy of most European editors ; and | suppose 
this has been done for some good purpose. | 
imagine that a paternal Government thought 
it might be the means of educating the masses 
of the population, but so far as | am able to 
judge, it bas not done much in this way. It is 
truethat the Arabic papers are always crying out 
for more schools, but has it never occurred 
to them, that there is in this country a 
vast number of people too old to go to 
school, and yet who's ignorance on every 
question, except those connected with the 
routine of their daily life, is profound. I will 
refer to one question only and that is an 
essential one, — the contemporary history of 
their own country say tor the last forty years. 
It is most extraordinary how ignorant the 
average Egyptian is on this subject. I should 
like to -ce an elementary catechism prepared 
with reference toit, by the Ministry of Educa- 
tion, and no one should be allowed to take 
any part in politics or to do anything outside 
a handicraft, unless he could fairly well answer 
its questions. 

Surely this is a matter that the native press 
should have taken up, and by not doing so 
they should incur the same blame as that 
awarded to the Scribes and Pharisees of this 
and neighbouring countries some 2000 years 
ago. | very much doubt if the great Mostafa 
Pasba Kamel himself could pass the simple 
test I have suggested, with much credit, and | 
feel convinced that most of the members of the 
I.egislative Council could not do so ; otherwise 
it would never have been recorded of them, as 
it was in your columns quite recently, that 
one of their most important decisions was to 
criticise the Egyptian Government with re- 
ference to their expenses in connection with 
the Sudan 

Have these gentlemen no memory, can 
they not even remember the state of this 
country hardly twenty years ago?! If not let 
them read up the history of those times ; it is 
written in every language, except perhaps in 
Arabic, or if history is too long for them let 
them read the short epic poem written by 
Rudyard Kipling about that time, beginning 
with the lines, 

“Says England unto Pharoah, | will make 
aman of you, 

That can stand upon his feet and play the 
game. 

This poem refers to the training of the 
Egyptian Army after ite disastrous defeat 
under Hicks Pasha at El Obeid; and its two 
most important lines are, 

“There were years they do not talk of, 

There were times of hornd doubt.” 

These two lines mean volumes to those who 
know how to interpret them in the light 
of the state of this country at the time to 
which they refer ; they mean that above 
Wady Halfa there was a savage horde, -who 
but for the restraint of a thin red line, had 
both the wish and the power to marder or 
drive into the sea, the whole population of 
Lower Egypt. 

The most extraordinary circumstance in this 
connection, was the ignorance of the in- 
habitants, of the critical situation in which 
they were placed, but it was a time which will 
never be forgotten by those who had a clearer 
insight 

While these things were going on, the present 
Members of the Legislative Council were being 
brought up like chicks in wool, in a state of 
ignorance from which they seem never to have 
emerged. The native press may do some good 
if it would bring these things to their know- 
ledge, but it would bave to be done with pain- 
fal iteration, and if these gentlemen ever get 
so far as to know a little of the history of their 
country, they may also be told that history 
otten has an uncomfortable way of repeating 
itself. After due reflection on such subjects 
they might be inclined to think differently of 
the wisdom of mourring certain expenses in 
connection with the Sadan.
